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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 23-63 are allowed. Claims 23-63 are re-numbered as claims 1-41. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record discloses a system for secure transaction management and electronic rights protection 
by utilizing a Virtual Distribution Environment (VDE) to communicate data to subscribers and to 
ensure that the communication is safe by generating a session key to protect data from obtained 
illegally. However, the closest prior art of record either individually or in combination does not 
explicitly disclose a data reproduction unit comprises a session key generation unit generating a 
session key updated at every access to obtain said content key with respect to a data storage unit; 
a first encryption processing unit encrypting said session key using a public encryption key that 
can be decrypted at said data storage unit and that is unique to said data storage unit, and 
providing said encrypted session key to said data storage unit in light of other features disclosed 
in independent claims 23, 28, 34, 45, and 53 in generating doubly encrypted content key to for 
decryption of encrypted content data in a data reproduction system.
